KEPT ORDER IN COURT

Equally important with his abili­ 
ty to assail the devil from within 
the church, his knowledge of 
the 
Bible and general theology, is 
the 
Seventh Day 
Adventist minister’s 
knack and knowledge 
of 
putting 
his "punch paragraphs” before the 
general public through the avenues 
of newspaper and magazine publici­ 
ty. Every minister is henceforth to 
be a trained press agent 
for 
his 
church. To gain the knowledge 
of 
"press agenting” he is required 
to 
undergo a thorough course in

study of newspapers, editors, how 
to collect, write and prepare inter­ 
esting news items 
and 
in general 
learn the intricate workings of the 
newspaper offices. 
Course 
Lessons. 
This information is furnished in 
a course of eight lessons sent 
out 
from the general press bureau 
of 
the church at Tacoma 
Park. 
Md., 
where experts on newspaper 
work 
operate the ministerial correspond­ 
ence school, 
and where 
the world 
conference of Adventists is now be­ 
ing held. 
Before the young 
minister 
has 
fairly taken hold of his 
pastorate 
the correspondents’

him on the list and lesson No.

\\ ith lesso n Helps 
At its annual General Synod, just 
] held, the Reformed Church in Amer­ 
ica went into the Sunday school les­ 
son controversy, expressing some of 
the same dissatisfaction with joint 
lesson comments heretofore used in 
Us schools as did Presbyterians 
at 
Atlanta. It was voted to enter 
the 
combination with Presbyterians, for 
a new comments series th at will be, 
as the debaters in synod phrased it, 
more religious and less ethical, more 
Bible, and less about it. 
Adopting a 
report of the commission, the syn­ 
od voted to strengthen much its Pub­ 
lication Board, and 
to put into it 
Sunday school and 
young people’s 
work. 
A secretary, comparable 
in 
standing and work with missionary 
secretaries, was authorized to head 
the strengthened and enlarged board. 
There was a stiff discussion over a 
curious requirement 
put upon Re­ 
formed church ministers. 
The Hei­ 
delberg catechism presents fifty-two 
sections, one for each Sunday of the 
year. 
The old rule was that Reform ­ 
ed ministers must go through the 
entire teaching each twelve months. 
Later the requirem ent was lengthen­ 
ed to four years, and this was the 
regulation put into the new constitu­ 
tion. 
The controversy at synod was 
whether the four year limit was to 
be adhered to, and 
also 
whether 
ministers m ust take the exact cate­ 
chism question as a text, or whether 
they might take the substance of the 
question without refering to the cate­ 
chism. 
Doctrinal sermons w*ere dis­ 
couraged, and the plea for larger dis­ 
cretion by ministers 
w*as 
sought. 
Steps were taken toward securing a 
perm anent headquarters building 
in 
New* York, larger than the present 
one. 
That is a committee w*as n a m ­ 
ed to consider such proposition.
